FIND PLOT TO POISON 
RED CROSS BANDAGES 


WESTERN BUSINESS 

MEN MAKE PROTEST 


KANSAS CROP IS POOR 


A plot to poison Red Cross 
bandages and spread wholesale 
death among the soldiera of 
America and her allies has been 
exposed and frustrate). Revfi 
lations of the conspiracy were 
made today when it became 
known the department of justice 
agents were hunting the per¬ 
petrators of the deed. 

Three thousand four hundred 
surgical dressings, rolled by 
patriotic women in Toledo, were 
infected with a mysterious 
greenish poison while in transit 
between Toledo and Cleveland. 

Immediately every one qf the 
3,409 bandages were burned 
They were destroyed secretly in 
the rear of the Red Cross ware 
house. Every effort wa$ made 
to keep the matter secret and it 
was successful until today. Offi 
cials of the lake division of the 
Red Cross refused to discuss the 
poisoned bandages but the au 
thoritative information was ob 
tained that the bandages ha* 
been destroyed and that govern¬ 
ment agents, aided only by slen¬ 
der clues were trying to solve 


An appeal direct to the Do¬ 
minion cabinet against the de¬ 
cision of the Dominion railway 
commission granting increases 
in the freight and passengeF 
rates will be taken by the Winni¬ 
peg board of trade,. Secretary 
A. Boyle announced. If the de¬ 
cision is allowed to stapd, the 
public will be compelled;to pay 
from $30,000,000 to $40,000,000 
per annum more to the railroads, 
Mr. Boyle declared. 

In a formal statement issued 
to the press, the board of trade 
says that it wired - a protest to 
Acting Premier Newton W. 
Rowell, Hon. Arthur Meighen, 
and Hon. J. A. Catder as soon 
as it received newspaper reports 
that the commission had decided 
to grant the railways’ demand. 

At a meeting of the shippers’ 
section of the Regina board of 
trade, when the increase in 
freight rates was under discus¬ 
sion, it wasydecided to wire the 
-Winnipeg board of trade sug¬ 
gesting that pressure be brought 
to^bear on the Dominion govern¬ 
ment to take over the railways 
as has been done in the United 
States. 

Approximately $25,000,000 ad¬ 
ditional revenue will'flow into 
the coffers of the three great 
Canadian railway companies,* 
exclusi'e of the government- 
owned roads, as a result of the 
order of the Dominion railway 
board granting a general 15 per 
cent increase in freight *and 
passenger rates. With certain 
modificatipns detailed in the or¬ 
der, D. B. Hanna, vice-president 
of the Canadian Northern Rail¬ 
way Company, estimates that 
the aggregate increase will not 
amount to more than 10 per cerrt 
at the outside figure. 

. Taking the gross earnings of 
the three big companies for 
1916 as the basis of calculation, 
this would yield an additional 
revenue to the Canadian Pacific, 
Grand Trunk railway and Cana¬ 
dian Northern 6f $23,542,052, 
made up as follows:

Co-operstive 
gr< ups may such framers’ organizations as the 
United Farmors’Associations, the Agricultu¬ 
ral Societies or any other group which may co¬ 
operate simdly for the purpose of securing 
these supplies. Shipments will be made or 
usual feed terms, namely sight draft attached 
to bill of lading. Accepted check for MOO.OO 
which will be returned on completion of the 
sale must be sent with order.

Reports from only thirty-three 
large hotels and restaurants 
throughout the Dominion, out of 
01^6,500 public eating places, 
show a saving for Oct. 1917, of 
263,000 pounds, or 1314 tons. 
The saving in bacon for the 
same thirty-three establishments 
was no less than 404 tons. The 
reports receivdd represent about 
400,000 meals or only a small 
fr^tion of the hundreds of mill¬ 
ions of meals consumed in Can¬ 
ada during the month. V'hile it 
would be unsafe to make any 
definite estimate as to the total 
saving in beef and bacon, it will 
be realized that such saving has 
been remarkable, running ipto 
thousands of tons in the course 
of a year. 

To make as accurate a compari¬ 
son as possible, statistics have 
been gathered and compiled 
showing the actual consump¬ 
tion of bacon, beef, fish, flour, 
etc., during October of this year 
and Otjtober of the year 1916. 
These figures measure the effect 
of the Food Controller’s work, 
and particularly of the regula¬ 
tions to conserve beef, bacon 
and/whit^ flour. 

The per .capita consumption of 
fish in the public eating places 
shows an increase of 25 per cent 
over the figures for the corre¬ 
sponding month of last year. It 
is now at the rate of 118 pounds 
per annum per capita. It is not 
known what was the correspond¬ 
ing rate before the war, but the 
per capita annual consumption 
of fish for all the people of Can¬ 
ada was only 29 pounds. Un¬ 
doubtedly the consumption of 
fish in the homes, as well as the 
restaurant consumption, has 
been largety' increased by the 
campaign for conservation of 
beef and t bacon. # • 

The per capita consumption of 
beef in the public eating places 
reporting is nearly 45 per cent 
lower than a year ago, while 
bacon consumption has been cut 
in half. A considerable saving 
of white flour is shown, especial¬ 
ly for the cities of Halifax and 
Toronto. In each of six hotels 
and restaurants, more than a 
ton of wheat flour was saved, as 
compared with the amount used 
in October, 1916. There is a 
marked tendency towards an in¬ 
creased use of cornmealand oat¬ 
meal. 

Returns from Calgary show a 
notable reduction in the con¬ 
sumption of bacon, and even 
more surprising is the reduction 
in the consumption of ham. One 
establishment in Calgary reports 
only 97 pounds of ham served in 
October, 1917, as against 677 
pounds in the corresponding 
month last year. There has, 
however, been a large increase 
in the use of pork. Less beef 


compared with only 49 pounds 
in the same month last year. 
The consumption of oatmeal was 
little changed, and, unforthn- 
atly, there was considerable in¬ 
crease in the amount of wheat- 
meal served. 

Figures from Fredericton, N. 
B., are only.approximate. They 
show a decrease of 15 per cent 
in the consumption of beef, 30 
per cent in the consumption of 
ham, and about 10 per cent in 
the consumption of bacon. Use 
of cornmeal has increased. 

From Halifax comes splendid 
reports of decreased 


consump¬ 
tion of white flour, beef, bacon, 
ham, pork, and an increased use 
of fish. 

Figures from Ottawa indicate 
a reduction of more than 20 per 
cent in the consumption of beef 
and baton, with an even larger 
reduction in the use of ham. An 
increase of well over 40 per-cent 
in the consumption of fish is re¬ 
ported. Very much more oat¬ 
meal is being used than a year 
ago, and also more cornmeal. 

Returns from Toronto show 
that the consumption of beef, in 
the public eating places from 
whom retilrns have been receiv¬ 
ed, has been reduced to less 
than half. A saving in bacon 
is also reported, but perhaps the 
most remarkable feature of the 
returns is the curtailment in the 
use of white flour, amounting toj 
more than 40 per cent. This 
average, of course, will not ap¬ 
ply to all the eating places in 
Toronto, but it does show a ten¬ 
dency on-the part of the hotel 
and restaurant proprietors to in¬ 
crease the use of substitutes for 
white bread. There has been 
an increase of about 15 per ^ent 
in the per capita consumption of 
fish. One establishment reports 
that its monthly consumption of 
cornmeal has been increased

Less meat 
of all kinds is being used, and 
more poultry and fish. Another 
establishment which served a 
large number of meals has more 
than doubled its use of fish, an<J. 
is now using only one-ninth as 
much ham and one-fifth as much 
bacon as it did a year ago. Its 
consumption of beef has beee re¬ 
duced by ohe-third. Reports 
from other parts of Ontario are 
also extremely gratifying. 

In Montreal, one large estab- 
lishmen reports its consumption 
of beef reduced from* 5,486 
pounds to 949 pounds. It is us¬ 
ing only about one-quarter as 
much ham as it did a year ago. 
The consumption of poultry and 
game was increased by nearly 
50 per cent as a substitute for 
meat. 

Reports from Regina show the 
consumption of bacon almost 
cut in half, while a large saving 
has been effected in beef ham 
and white flour.

Unties—Six months 
ipaidence upon ami cultivation of land in 
each of three years. 

In eertaln districts a bomesto’ rmay 
secure an adjoining qunrtcr-sAtion as 
nre-emjitioji. Price $3.00 per acre. 
Duties—Reside six months iii each of 
three ) cara-alter-ea wing hom estead jmt- 
ent and cultivate 50 acres extra. May 
obtain nre-rmptton patent as soon as 
homestead patent on certain conditions.
